He has been described as 
“the French Stinnes”, but he knew 
better how to hold his own and as 
a member of the Chamber he played 
a more important part in affairs. 
As‘n speaker he ‘was at once 
eloqu it, lucid and precise, but as 
a politician he did not command 
a grent deal of confidence. || 


War Service. 


At the beginning of- the war he 
entered the Artillery, of which he 


was a reserve officer, but in Novem- | 


ber. 1914, he was entrusted with 


the organiantion of the output of 


munitions. In December 1916, he 
was made Undor-Secretary of 
State in the Ministry of Munitions 
‘in the Briand Cabinot, while in the 


Governments of Ribot, Painleve 


and Clemenceau which followed, he 
was himself Minister of Munitions. 
After the war he became Minister 
for the Liberated Regions. 

At the genoral election in 1919, 
Loucheur, ‘who had _ not hitherto 
been a member of the Chamber, 
‘was returned at the head of the 
Nationalist list In the Nord De- 
partments. In January 1920, he 
resigned with Clemenceau. Ho 
was then elected rapporteur to the 
Finance Commission . regarding 
war-césts and reparations. In.the 
Briand Cabinet which .took office 
In 1921, he was again Minister for 
the Liberated Regions and his term 
of office was marked by hie con- 
cluaion of the so-called Wiesbadén 
Agreement with the German Minis- 
ter of Reconstruction, Rathenau, 
who was afterwards murdered. 

Loucheur was‘blamed' by his ad- 
versarics for having tet the German 
magnate get the better of him.

WAR DEBTS. 


GERMANY INVOKES YOUNG 
PLAN. 


London, Nov. 21. 

The German Government has 
made a formal application to the 
Bank of International Settlements 
nt Basle for the appointment, 
“without delay’ of the Special 
Advisory Committee, provided for 
under the Young Plan to make a 
full investigation of her economic 
and financial position in relation 
to hav obligations. : 

At the same time a consortium 
of German debtor banks are get- 
ting into touch with committees of 
foreign creditors on the question 
of short term credits, with — re- 
gard to which the “standstill” 
agreament expires in’ February, 
with « view to the holding of an 
immediate meeting in Berlin. 

These may be regarded aa pre- 
liminary moves—following the 
Franco-German discussions which 
took place upon Laval’s return 
from Washington—in preparation 
for an International Conference 
in the New Year on the problem 
of Roparationa and’ Debts. 

In its note to the International 
Bank the German Government 
says, With reference to the Young 
Plan, that since that date the 
economic and financial situation 
of the world, and particularly in 
Germany, has been fundamentally 
altered by an unparalleled crinis, 
and, «after alluding to the hope 
that the Hoover propoanl would 
bring about a decisive turn in the 
world crisia, states that, an 7 re- 
sult of later . developments, tho 
Hoover year by itsclf has proved 
insufficiont to banish the danger 
nf collapse—Reuter and British 
Wireless, 

The Young Plan provides for a 
suspenston of transfers if  cir- 
cumstances ara held by an Ad- 
visory Committee to  juatify 
suspension. :

fuetions, The present lamentable 
spectacle of two factions each call-

party. to meet in different places at 
about the anme time, and to enter 
into onc cannot tell what kind of 
politienl debate, whjle the country 
languishes ‘for lack of leadership, 
and the enemy is already within 
the gates, surely spells the bank- 
ruptey of the Party. 


Ita Founder was 2 man of many 
wiles, and @f sufficiently uncompro- 
mising a temper: yet we find it 
hard to believe that he svould not 
have thrown faction to the winds 
in the present crisis and issued a 
elarion ealt fo the Nation to unite 
against the foe. China never be- 
fore held so strong n position in- 
ternationally. She rallied the 
moral opinion of the world to her 


aspect of ‘complete inefficiency. 
She advertises, her political in- 
cffectivencss at the very moment 
when a breath of statesmanship in 
her councils would interlock the 
sympathy of the nations with her 
fortunes and make ‘her invulner- 
nble. Every move of, her recent 
domestic “quarrels has ‘been worth 
more to Japan than any of the 
diplomatic explanations of the in- 
cidents nnd situntiona fn Man- 
churia by which, China alleges, she 
is endenvouring to musk her other- 
wise manifest designs, We cannot 
but deplore the weakness which 
threatens 2 country with whose 
history and whose culture we have 
always Deen in closest sympathy, 
and whose fortunes at this crisis 
we watch with so much solicitude. 


When we look to the alternative 
to Kuomintang rule within China 
itself we confess to some dismay 
at the prospect of power beins 
gratuitously handed over. to the 
hands of tho Communists. By 
the close of the campnign against 
the Soviet regime in Hunan, Kiang- 
ai and West Fukien, the Central 
Government has had practically. to 
confess that it fears more the op 
position of those in the same 
camp as itself than that of the 
party whose success would — spell 
the ruin of all for which it stands, 
and the end, at least while it was 
dominant, of Chinese culture. 
Similarly the apparent complete 
Jack of interest on the part of the 
politicians in Canton in the Com- 
munist menace indicates a blind- 
ness to the ren} issues before the 
country which must spell disaster. 
The Communist Party is being left 
too Jong to its own devices. The 
government and fts enemies alike 
are taking an unjustifiable risk in 
allowing it to grow, with the mis- 
taken idea that once it is really big 
it can be ensily smashed by the 
quick mobilisation of opinion, and 
with that the united force of the 
nation, ‘against it. For the virus 
of. Communist doctrines is. not 
acting only in the Communist area, 
It in at work widely ontside, and, 
particular, in some student centres, 
The interruption of the spdech of 
Dr. Sherwood Eddy when, in ad- 
dressing a mass inceting of students 
in Peking lately, he denounced com. 
munism indicates how strong and 
vocal is the support it can openly 
enim. Peking is indeed to be the 
ventre of Chinese communism. Al- 
though its actual power is in the 
three provinces south of the Yang- 
tae, yet the place where its doc- 
trines are most evidently taking. 
root is the old capital of the coun- 
try: and there not in one, but in 
the several, universities. Nor 
should we be surprised to learn 
that it is strony in student centres 
in Central China, A heavy respon- 
sibility resta on those who fail to 
meet its programme with a strong 
and constructive domestic policy 
and who allow the authority of the 
government to remain challenged 
by its unrepressed ‘rebellion.

{ do not know whether the ex- 
treme of either type can properly 
be called happy. The extreme 
miser can enjoy only the happiness 
of a manincg, The extreme spend- 
thrift can enjoy only the happiness 
of an imbecile. 

Between the two extremes, how- 
ever, there are thousands of what 
might be called moderate misers 
and moderate spendthrifts, These, 
| too, can never sce cach . other's 
point of view. They are uncom- 
fortable in each other's company 
every time money has to be paid. 

Il know a moderate spendthrift 
who is an intimate friend of a mo- 
derate miser. He told me once 
that he often had to shure a taxi 
with his. friend, and that, when it 
was the moderate miser’s turn to 
pay, he himself used to feel the 
acutest agony.as he: saw the wret- 
ched tip, if any ‘tip at all, that was 
being added to tne fare. Often, 
he said, he would walk hurriedly 
some distance away, unnble to en- 
due the spectacle. 


The Battle of the Tips. 


Most people know what it feels 
like to be the guest of a modorate 
miser in a restaurant, the embar- 
rassment one fevls at the sight of 
the hopelcasly inadequate tip left 
on the plate, the desire to escape ag 
quickly os possible, the difficulty of 
meeting the waiter’s cye and say- 
ing ‘“'Good-day” in a natural voice. 

And the moderate miser, I be: 
lieve, feelx ax deeply distressed 
when he is the guest of the ‘moder- 
ate spendthrift. He longs to 
stretch out a hand towards the ri- 
diculously enormous tip on the 
plate and to thrust nt least half of 
it back Into hia host's pocket. 

T have heard such a man almost 
screaming in protest against a.too 
large tip; “It’s not falr to other 
people,” he cried. “You should 
think of other people who can’t 
afford this sort of thing, and you're 
making the waiters expect it from 
everybody.” . 

Yet I know a good’many  ex- 
tremely likeable people who belong 
to both types. Except as reyards 
tipping, the moderate miser's ha- 
bits are not necessarily offensive. 
One comes to regard them in time 
as amusing eccentricities, Their 
dodges for saving money are so 
obvious as to be funny. 

I have a friend whom business 
made the guest of a poet of genius 
one day at Junch in a restaurant. 
The poet, who was a moderate 
miser, greeted him warmly on his 
arrival, and, handing him the 
menu, said: “How do you feel? 
Hungry? " My ‘friend said: that 
he did. The poet’s jaw dropped. 

Another guest, concerned in the 
same publishing venture, arrived. 
The poet, having greeted him, 
asked him.with a nervous smile,

When he was paying tho bill and 
belng xiving change by the waiter, 
unfortunately a halfpenny escaped 
and, falling on the floor, rolled un- 
der the bench on which he waa alt- 
ting.

Ing in the darkness under the bench 
for the lost coin. Tho poet, becom. 
ing impatient at last at the waiter’s 
incompetence, got down on his 
hands and knees beside him and 
peered feverishly into the gloom 
in search of his halfpenny. 

Table and chairs were shifted in 
order that he might ba able .to 
rench further under’ the bench. 
Whether he ever found the half- 
penny, I do not know, for my 
friend hnd to come away, leaving 
the poet still on hia hands and 
knees, groping under the bench as 
desperately as if all his fortune 
were hidden there. 

Was the halfpenny worth it? 
Who can tell? If, a8 is possible, 
saving money gives some people 
us much pleasure as playing cricket 
gives to others, it may bo that as: 
good sport can be be got from 
searching for a halfpenny as from 
searching for a five-pound note. 
It is no use playing a game unless 
you play it keenly, and if you 
cease to feel keenly nbout. half. 
pennies you will probably find that 
you have lost the finer cdge oF 
your miserliness, You will, in: 
decd, have taken the first’ step 
towards ‘being o spendthrift, . 

But whether It is better to be 2, 
spendthrift or’ a miser, who can 
say? For when we read such 4 
story as that of the old miser of. 
Nice, which has been. related in 
the Law Courts during the weck, 
we are horrified at the waste of 
80 many and so great opportunities 
for pleasure. But he at least pre- 
serves the pleasure of saving 
money as soon as he has ruined 
himself. 

J believe myself that the extreme 
miser is ultimately happier than the 
extreme spendthrift, but that the 
moderate spendthrift is happier 
than the moderate miaer. But is 
even this certain? Is the pain-of 
the miser greater or less when 
he pays his income tax than the 
pain of the spéndthrift when he 
is unable to pay his income tax?

Sir—In your last evening's 
-issue, “Clubman" surely calls atten- 
tion to a matter, which to me, an

a most disgraceful Inck of control 
and consideration on the part of 
your leenl authorities. 


After a certain hour in the even- 
ing, hire cars are buzzing and toot: 
‘ify all over the place, cruising 
around and even racing exch other 
for fares. Upon at lenst one oc- 
ension last week, one of them near- 
ly put “paid to my merry ex- 
istence—the driver suddenly apot- 
ting a likely fare, Stopping dead 
and backing in the same second 
withont.any regard to anything 
behind him. 1 suggested to him 
‘that my life, te me at least, was 
worth more than his Potential frre, 
Wherenpon-the fellow readily apolo 
xised, which fact leads me to’ br- 
Hieve that a little control exercised 
would possibly be appreciated by 
the majority of the ear drivers, for 
if one is allowed to “cruise” it fa 
obvious that. the rest will follow. 
Avs things are at present we have 
the nightly spectacle of scores eof 
cars “cruising” round and round 
the blocks between the Cricket 
ground and the Hongkong Hotel, 
chasing each other in an effort to 
“run down" a fare, and running 
other pedestrinns down in, the at- 
tempt, . 


My particular “grouse” ig Ped- 
der St--during the night hours this 
is the noisiest street in the world, 
at least as fur as my experience 
goes, und which includes the centre 
of Paria, 


Tn the old days the ricksha cooties 
were the cause of the trouble, but 
4 stock of rotten eggs usually put 
an cond to their chatter. But now, 
from 9 p.m. until L a.m. and Inter, 
hire cars in their dozens “cruise” 
up [edder St. hooting incessantly, 
the idea, no doubt, being to attract 
some fare out of the Hongkong 
Hotel, Officers of the law are Ken- 
erally conspicious by their absence, 
and even if one is near no attempt 
ix made te prevent the nuisance. « 


The district where these cars 
are making their circular “cruise” 
is so small that no one would br 
worried by a daw obliging: hire enrs 
to he engaged from their parking 
place only. This would be fairer 

so to those few cars who do seem 
‘o hald to this rule, 


Tooting should searcely be neces 
sary in Mongkong, with the excep- 
tion of warning nedestrians, and 
this would he chiefly during the 
day time. For all unnecessary 
tooting, confiscation over a period 
of the offending driver's licence 
would have the desired effect. 


At some street intersections all 
traflie should be obliged to stop 
dead, and then proceed slowly, and

of Hongkong. But, there fs one 
of these merry men who is a very 
sick man, and if it is not galloping 
consumption, or something worse, 
the poorfellow is suffering from, 
then I nm indeed an “ole man 
river." At any rate, from my 
toom in the Hongkong Hotel this 
man succeeds in keeping me awake 
by his violent coughing and ex- 
pectorating. It is perfectly amaz- 
ing that this poor man is allowed 
to. sit or lie, night after night, as 
n watchman in Pedder St. when, 
if for the sake of public health

Somewhat anxious attention is 
being turned to the 
border of the province. With the 
close of the abortive campaign 
againat the communists In Hunan, 
Kiangai and fukfen, and the with- 
drawal of the GOth and Gist Divi- 
sions from the scene of war to 
protect Nanking, the communist 
forces have been left free to re- 
occupy their territory and or- 
ganise their government, 


In addition to thoir strong poai- 
tion in Kiangsi, they have from 
time to time overrun south-weat 
Fukien, and oceuyted the district 
cities of that region. For some 
years now those cities have alter- 
nately been held by recognised 
forces or temporarily Oceupied by 
semi-independent units.which, in 
the absence of more regular 
troops, the central yovernment 
has nominally recognised. The 
country around the district cities 
has been increasingly red. The 
communists hove now reasserted 
thelr hold over thin region, 

Four Cities Fall,

hong, Wu-phin, and Yun-thin have 
in succession again fallen to them. 
Sine thefy fall, news of what. ig 
happening inside thé communist 
area has been hard to come by: 
but the neighbouring cities over 
the Kwangtung border have been 
perturbed ‘as to what may happen 
next. The city of Yun-thin” in 
Fukien is only ten or twelve miles 
from Tai-pu in Kwangtung, itself 
two days journey from Chaochow- 
fu and Swatow by water, 


In Yun-thin are reported to be 
three thousand well-armed com- 
munist troops of the army be- 
longing to Peng Tet-huai. There 
is nothing to prevent such a force 
from advancing to Tai-pu, if such 
a move accorded with the larger 
communist plans. The question is 
whether it is worth their while to 
challenge the Kwangtune authori. 
tics, So long as they keep to their 
ovn area it is clear that nu move 
will be made, 


A threat to Kwangtung would 
be a different matter.” It will not 
be likely to come at Tai-pu, or Ka- 
yin, ‘unless there is some plan of 
an advance against ‘Canton ftself. 
So far thut has not seemed likely: 
but in the present disintegration 
of government the communist 
group tend to become the best or- 
ganised, and the most capable of 
postive action, of any other in 
Chinn. If Nanking continues to 
lose iprestige, and Canton remains 
so ineffective, sooner or later the 
communist government will work 
vutwards towards Canton, or Han- 
kow or both, , 


Martial Law, 


For some time Swatow has been 
placed under martial law. The 
regulations have not greatly affec- 
ted the life of the port, except to 
keep the streets quiet at nights. 
After 9 pa. vehicular traftie is for- 
biditen, ang pedestrians are order- 
ed to carry lanterns, and not more 
than two are to walk together. 
After 11 p.m. all traffic is for- 
bidden. Plain clothes officers are 
ordered to watch the passengers 
by incoming steamers, trains and 
the light railway: and at nights 
hotels and brothels are to 
watched. Such regulations in- 
dicate a measure of anxiety, but 
may be regarded aa purely precau- 
tionary. So fur there is no news 
of communist activity in the dis- 
tricts near to Swatow itself, In 
addition to these precautions a 
const defence force is being or- 
ganised, to patrol the coast up and 
down from the port. This ipre- 
sumably is a precaution directed 
agninst outward foes,

JAPAN SUGGESTS INQUIRY 
COMMISSION. 


M. BRIAND'S APPEAL... 


London,-Nov. 21. 

The public session of League 
Council in Paris to-night did not 
fully realise the hopes entertained 
for a definite agreement on a Com- 
mission of Enquiry as the next 
step in the, League's efforts to 
compose the Sino-Japanese. dispute. 

After statements by. the Japanese 
and Chinese representatives Presi- 
dent Briand said that he was glad 
to register the Japanese assent to 
the appointment of a Commission 
of Enquiry to be sent to Manchurin. 
He hoped that during the constitu- 
tion of the Commission and until 
its arrival, a better atmosphere 
would be created: and that no In- 
cident capable of raining new diff- 
culties wolld be allowed to take 
place. . 

He made o passionate appenl to 
China and Japan to come to an 
understanding. The Sesston was 
then adjourned and Council will 
next meet In private to discuss the 
constitution of the Commiussion.-— 
British Wireless. 

Council to Consider. 
Paris Nov. 21, 

The public sitting of the Council 
of the Lengue of Nations opened at 
4.40 p.m. 

M. Briand, summing up the 
situation, polnted out. that since the 
Inst meeting of the Council he had 
endeavoured to find a pacific settle- 
ment of the question based on 
Article 11 of the Covenant. ‘The 
resolution of the Council of Sep- 
tember 30 retained its force, and 
the Council must seek appropriate 
means of realising: the provisiona 
thereof as goon ax possible. : 

» M. Briand appealed to the Chi- 
nese and Japanese representatives 
to limit themselves to expressing 
suggestions for ending the’ present 
situation. 

In reply, Mr. Yoshizawa said that 
Japan fully adhered to the — resolu. 
tion of the Council of September 
30, both in the spirit and the letter. 


‘He suggested that a Commission 


should be eont to the spot under 
the auspices of the -Lengue of 
Nations to gather unbiassed infor- 
mation on the situation. It would 
have no mandate, he suid, to In- 
tervenc in the Sino-Japanese 
negotiations, nor to supervise the 
movements of the forces, but sub- 
ject to these conditions Japan was 
prepared to withdraw her troops 
within the railvay zone with the 
least possible delay. 

Dr. Sze declared ~that — the 
Japanese military occupation of 
Chinese territory was a violation of 
solemn treaties and the Covenant. 

This was the erux of the  situa- 
tion. No solution failing to pro- 
vide for the immediate cessation of 
all military opernrtions, and the 
withdrawal of these forces, im- 
mediately set in motion and pro-. 
gressively executed in. the shortest 
time, could provide a solution to 
the problem. 

The Chinese Government could 
not bargain for the withdrawal or 
consent that, the withdrawal be 
made dependent on anything else 
than the arranging of details for 
the securing of the safety of life 
and property in the evacuated area. 

Dr. Sze re-aflirmed that China 
was prepared to assume full res- 
ponsibility for the mnintenance of

THE DRUG ‘TRAFFIC. 


GERMAN CHEMIST ON TRIAL 
IN SWITZERLAND, 


Baste, Nov. 21, 
“Startling revelations of wido- 
spread traffic in illegal drugs with 
the Orient were made at the trial 
of Dr. Muller, a German chemist> 
who is charged with engaging in 
the traffic. ; 

It was alleged that the chief of 
the narcotic service in the Far 
Enst Is a man named Huasein. 

Muller acknowledged selling 89 
kilograms of heroin to Hussein for 
70,000 Swiss frances. 

A young Viennese girl, who had 
been arrested and imprisoned for 
carrying drugs in a trunk with a 
double bottom from Basle to 
Vienna, said that she was connee- 
ted with the combine engineered 
by Hussein. Before this confea- 
sion she had denied ever being 
implicated in the traffic, but the 
Sceret Service discovered that she 
waa once arrested and heavily 
fined in Vienna. 

The case against Muller is con- 
tinuing.—Reutler,

THIRTY-FOUR DEAD IN 
EXPLOSION. + 


Londof, Nov, 21, 

Following the report that cleven 
miners had been killed and 40 
injured in nn explosion nt tho 
Bentley Coiilery near Doncaster, 
comes the further information 
that the loss of life was greater 
than at first thought. - 

The second report shows ‘that 
and tha 
number of injured 27. 

Seven men are still entombed 
‘in the pit, which ts blazing flercely, 
rendering the work of rescue prac- 
tieally: impodsible. 

There were 1,000 men | under- 
yrotnd ut the time of the disaster. 
The death roll, therefore, may bo 
grenter than at present be ascer- 
tained. 

A pathetic crowd of tight-lipped 
men and weeping women huddled 
at the pit head walting for news. 

Heroic attempts at reacue aro 
being carried on in the blazing in- 
ferno of the shaft by parties of 
miners and doctors who rushed 
from the surrounding districts. 

The first explosion was followed 
by an inrush of gas, which over- 
came a number of men. 

A second explosion occurred at 
midnight, qne of the rescuers being 
blown to pieces.

given the portfolio, of Finance and. 
presented his proposals which in- 
Increased taxation, the: 
balancing of the- Budget to precede 
any attempt to stabilise the franc, 
limited Inflation to meet the Trea- 
sury's needd, credits for foreign 
trade and commeérea no foreign 
loun, immediate funding of Inter- 
allied debts, nnd measures to check 
the flight of enpital which were de- 
elured to be impraticable. His 
mensure produced such a storm of 
criticism that he resigned = on 
December 15, and was succeeded by 
Doumer. The opposition he had 
encountercd was partly due to the 
feeling against him on acount of 
his huge profits from Government 
contracts. . 


World Economic Parley. 


In 1927, he explained to the 
Lengue of Nations his scheme for 
a world economic conference in con- 
nexion with it. His idea was that 
a sort of Supreme Economic Coun- 
ell should be set up and entrusted 
with the control of the output and - 
distribution of the natural re- 
sources of the various States. 
Loucheur’a view was that general 
Free Trade wight in certain cir- 
cumstances be n menace to peace. 
Thua steel production would be con- 
centrated where it was cheapest 
and States so favoured might. be- 
come the political masters of the 
world. On the other hand he held 
that the organisation of European 
industries, reserving to each State 
a certain quantity of production 
would help to bring about the dis- 
appearance of tariffs. 

In June, 1926, Loucheur had be- 
come Minlster of Labour in 
Poincare’s Cabinet of National 
Union and he retained the post 
when the Cabinet was reconstruct-, 


ed in November 1928, and also in’ 
the Briand Government formed on 
Poincare’s resignation in July, 
1929.—Reuter and [.B.S.
